
ORDINANCE NO. 20161103-040 

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING THE FISCAL YEAR 2016-2017 AUSTIN 
TRANSPORTATION DEPARTMENT OPERATING BUDGET SPECIAL 
REVENUE FUND (ORDINANCE NO. 20160914-001) TO ACCEPT GRANT 
FUNDS AND AMENDING THE FISCAL YEAR 2016-2017 AUSTIN 
TRANSPORTATION DEPARTMENT CAPITAL BUDGET TO TRANSFER IN 
AND APPROPRIATE THE GRANT FUNDS FOR A PROGRAM TO REDUCE 
VEHICLE EMISSIONS. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN: 

PART 1. Council amends the Fiscal Year 2016-2017 Austin Transportation Department 
Operating Budget Special Revenue Fund (Ordinance No. 20160914-001) to accept 
$26,022 in grant hands fi-om the Capital Area Council of Governments (CAPCOG) to aid 
in tracking commute data from employees who are using the City's programs to reduce 
their use of vehicles for commutes to work, thus reducing vehicle emissions, improving 
employee health, reducing traffic congestion, and increasing available parking at City 
buildings. 

PART 2. Council amends the Fiscal Year 2016-2017 Austin Transportation Department 
Capital Budget (Ordinance No. 20160914-002) to transfer in and appropriate $26,022 
from the Fiscal Year 2016-2017 Austin Transportation Department Operating Budget 
Special Revenue Fund (Ordinance No. 20160914-001) to aid in tracking commute data 
from employees who are using the City's programs to reduce their use of vehicles for 
commutes to work, thus reducing vehicle emissions, improving employee health, 
reducing traffic congestion, and increasing available parking at City buildings. 

PART 3. This ordinance takes effect on November 14, 2016.
